On eve of Washington trip 


Peres still undecided

On the eve of Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres’s visit to the L'.S. 
intensive contacts are still proceed- 
ing. in Jerusalem and in Washing- 
ton, to determine what Israeli eco- 
nomic requests might realistically be 
obtairable. 

Peres will walk a delicate path: He 
does not wish, as be says. “to come 
cap-in-hand. * but at the same time 
he wishes to spell out frankly Isravi's 
grave needs — vet not appear greedy 
Or overreaching. 

The director-general of the Fore- 
ign Ministry. David Kimche. had εἰ 
long meeting in Jerusalem yesterd.1 
with U.S. Ambassador Samuei 
Lewis. while in Washington Xim- 
che's deputy, Hanan Baron. held 
similar exploratory-prepar. 
meetings with high Americen fti- 
cials. 

It is on the basis of such meetungs 
that Peres will make his final deci- 
sions regarding what to say ~ and 
especially what to ask for. 

The premier spent yesterday re- 
viewing ideas, first at a special pre- 
visit cabinet session, and later in 
smaller consultations with econamic 
ministers and aides. Among the 
ideas under consideration are:

© To seek a “standby fund™ that 
would be set up by the U.S. in 
Isruel's behalf and would serve as ἃ 
surety for loans Israel could then 
obrain from commercial sources. 
® To seek a one-time emergency 
loan, like the loan granted Israel 
soon ufter the 1973 Yom Kippur 
War. This could be granted without 
recourse to Congress (which is ad- 
journed until February). 
® To seek payment of the entire 
fiscal 1985 economic-aid package - 
$1.2h. - immediately Israeli offi- 
cials expect this request to be 
acceded to without difficulty. 

“At the cabinet yesterday, Peres 
stressed that he would ask the U.S. 


government, and also private (espe- 

cially Jewish) supporters. to invest in 
the future of [srae!’s industry - not to 
help Israel overcome its present 
problems, which is Israel's own 
onerous task. American aid, he said, 

should go towards ensuring Israel's 
security and assisting the growth and 
expansion of its economy once the 
present crisis was brought under 
control. 

On the foreign-policy aspects of 
his trip, Peres must also tread warily. 
given the composition of his unity 
government. The premier pledged 
yesterday that even if the Reagan 
Plan is raised, he will say he must 
τοῖον back to the cabinet, where any 
American proposals will naturally be 
weighed with due seriousness. 

On settlements, if they come up. 
he wilt say that Israel must make its. 
decisions by itself, and not be dic- 
tated to from without. “Itis no secret 
that this matter is in dispute around 
this table." Peres told the ministers. 
“But we will decide it by ourselves.” 

Peres's assessment, however, is 
that the Reagan Plan and the West 
Bank issue in general are not likely 
to be high-priority items on his 
Washington agenda.

Chain’s bureau at the State De- 
partment is largely responsible for 
clearing U.S. arms sales to foreign 
countries. In that connection. he 
strongly defended additional 
weapons sales to Saudi Arabia, in- 
cluding Stinger surface-to-air: mis- 
siles.

Travel agents puzzled by tax, 
but see no drop in business

Travel agents were stil uncertain 
yesterday about the ramifications of 
the new Treasury regulations con- 
cerning travel abroad, but they 
seemed to have recovered from their 
initial fear that Israelis would stop 
going abroad. 

Agents are not yet sure if the 15 
per cent surcharge on land arrange- 
ments that was announced this week 
is the VAT payment which was 
already in force or a new payment. 
bringing up the tax to 30 per cent. 
The suppliers and the organizations, 
such as the Association of Travel 
Agents, do not have any definite 
information. one agent told The 
Jerusalem Post, It appears however, 
that the government merely made 
two announcements concerning the 
same tax. 

As for the reduction of the travel 


aliowance from $2,000 to 51.000 
(and $500 for children). agents seem 
to think that it will do little to stop 
Israelis from going abroad. 

“An allowance of $1,000 is more 
than enough to pay for legitimate 
tourism purposes. especially sitice 
travellers can still pay for such items 
as hotels and car rentals in Israel.” 

In any cuse, arrangements for Suc- 
cot, the last travel season of the year, 
have already been made. No large- 
scale exodus can be expected until 
Pessah. But. the agent noted, 
Israelis stil] have the money to travel 
abroad and they will do so. 

As for the confusion concerning 
the taxes, it is a headache for the 
agents, but since they are responsi- 
ble for their payment, a least 
travellers do nat have to worry about 
being stopped at the airport because 
of an unpaid tax. 


Histadrut teachers willing 
to postpone special payment

TEL AVIV. - In an effort to help the 
Education and Culture Ministry cut 
costs without harming education, 
the Histadrut Teachers Union 
yesterday expressed willingness to 
continue performing certain admi- 
nistrative duties without pay for at 
least one more year. 

Basing itself on a recommenda- 
tion by the Etzioni Committee, the 
government has agreed to pay the 
teachers for the 21,000 hours of 


~administrative duties from the next ἡ 


school year. Yesterday the -union 
said it would be willing to continue 
performing those duties without pay 
until the 1986-87 school year. 

The other teachers union, the 
Secondary School Teachers Associa- 
tion, has not indicated willingness to 
go along with a postponement of pay 
for special duties. 

The 21,000 hours in question are 
for administrative jobs such as coor- 
dinating teaching of a subject area or 
directing activities involving several 
classes. These duties are now under- 
taken without extra compensation. 

The Etzioni Commission, which 
recommended ways to improve the 
status of teachers and teaching, re- 
garded paying for such work as a way 


to motivate teachers to accept addi- 
tional responsibilities. The Etzioni 
agreement — the contract between 
the government and the teachers 
unions detailing when and how the 
tecommendations would be im- 
plemented -- set 1985-86 as the year 
in which the additional 21,000 hours 
would be made available for pay- 
ment. ᾿ 

The union’s proposals will be 
brought before Education Minister 
Yitzhak Navon, and negotiations be- 
tween the ministry and the teachers 
will resume on Tuesday.-" - “-΄ 

The Secondary School Teachers 
Association refuses to participate in 
negotiations on a one-year 
emergency because its leaders be- 
lieve their members’ contribution to 
economic recovery should be no 
more than what other wage-earmners 
have to give.

Mengele’s arrest

HAIFA. — The director of the Nazi 
Crimes Documentation Centre, 
Tuvia Friedman. yesterday appealed 
to Prime Minister Peres to raise the 
possibility of arresting Nazi war czi- 
minal Josef Mengele during Peres’s 
forthcoming visit to the U.S. 

Friedman told a news conference 
he was sure that the 73-year-old 
Mengele is living under his own 
name in Florida. “He could easily be 
arrested if the U.S. administration 
gives the order,” Friedman said. 

He proposed thar after his arrest. 
Mengele be put on trial in either 
Israel or Germans. Friedman said he 
had also appealed to the German 
ambassador fo initiate joint action 
by his government nd those of the 
US. and Issact to catch Mengele and 
bring him to trial. But he has re- 
ceived no reply, Friedman said. 

Germany does not wish τὸ initiate 
another Auschwitz trial in Germany. 
because of the adverse pubticity it 
would arouse. and it would therefore 
be proper for Mengele to be tried in 
Israel, Friedman said. 


Austrian minister 
meets U.S. Jews 


NEW YORK (AP}. - A study com- 
pleted a month age shows that 20 ta 
25 per vent of Austrians hold ann- 
Semetic views, Aus! new foreign 
minister, Leopold Gratz, said during 
a meeting with three dozen Amer- 
ican Jewish leaders here on Wednes- 
day. 

Grawz said ina meeting billed as an 
attempt to forge new relations with 
Israel and the Jewish community 
that his country would conginue to 
call for israel withdrawal “from 
occupied territories” and for the 
“establishment of a Palestinian

Despite his self-described "blunt" 
talk, Gratz received applause at the 
end of the 75-minute meeting with 36 
Tepresentatives from 29 Jewish orga- 
nizations. 

He said his country also supported 
the right of Isruel to exist within 
secure borders, but ucknowldged 
that, “regarding the PLO. our posi- 
tions differ somewhat.” 

Gratz said he saw Austria’s role in 
the Middle East as that of "ἃ glot- 
ified mailman™ carrying the views of 
each side to the other. 

He also discussed his country's 
efforts to hetp Soviet Jews emigrate, 
calting Austria the “first stop on the 
receiving line for Russian Jews who 
want to come gut.”

“Individuals will work hard so as 
not to lose there jabs.’ The days of 
easy-come. easy-go will be over. The 
nation will have to start earning its 
keep. 


IS THE GOVERNMENT applying 
the necessary reforms? “I think it 
will. there is no choice. During the 
coming days and weeks we shall see 
moves in the right direction."” 

Would it not be possible to reduce 
the budget deficit by the scheduled 
$b. through tax increases? 

“That isn’t the way,” Hurvitz de-. 
clares firmly. “The cut of $1b. refers 
to outlays. Our task is to decrease 
expenditure, not to step up revenue. 
Tax collection should be improved, 
and shirkers should be 
apprehended. But the tax level is 
high enough already. When incomes 
above a certain level are subject to 
an impost of 66 per cent, any further 
increase will only reduce people's 
incentive to work and increase the 
incentive to evade their dues.

“We possess 2 unique opportunity 
to get the job done, Our national 
coalition comprises 97 Knesset 
members out of 120. The govern: 
ment js broad-based, and the 
population is ready to make sacri- 
fices:" 


Yet over (wo weeks have already 
passed since the government was 
formed and av negotiations are 
mooted so tar for a packuge deal. 
Hurvitz is confident that the negoti- 
tions will take place. but hints at 
difficulties: “There is a danger,” he 
concedes reluctantly, “that some 
people have their eve on the Histad- 
rut elections next year and may trv te 
slow things down, postponing pain- 
ful belt-tightening measures until af- 
fer the event.

U.S. AMBASSADOR Samuel 
Lewis gave an insight into official 
American thinking when talking to 
Davar Editor Banna Zemer in a 
once-yearly interview with a local 
newspaper. Speaking before he flew 
off to Washington in advance of the 
Peres’ visit, Lewis declared ‘‘There 
is no U.S. commitment to prant 
extra aid...beyond the $2.6 billion 
given annually. But there is a willing- 
ness, even a U.S. resolution, to help 
Israel overcome its serious plight.

foundations of Judaism. And in- 
numerable Midrashim tell us that we 
must learn to live in unity even with 
Jews who do not observe the mitz- 
vo.” ᾿ 

One well-known Midrash tells us 
that the “four species” that are bles- 
sed on Sukkot stand for four types of 
Jews. The etrog. which is both tasty 
and fragrant (has t2’am va-rei’ah), 
represents the Jews who have both 
Tora learning and good deeds. The 
ἐμίαν, with taste but no fragrance, 
represents those with Tora learning 
bat without good deeds. The hadas 
(myrtle), fragrant but not tasty, is 
Itke the Jews with good deeds but 
without Tora learning. And the ara- 
va (willow), with neither taste nor 
fragrance, is like those who lack both 
Tora knowledge and good deeds. 

Bat the real point of the Midrash is 
found in the 1655 familiar punchb-line: 
“And God fin prescribing the four 
species] is saying: ‘Let them all be 
bound in a single bundle and they 
will atone for one another.” 

Berkovits says that’ this is only 
‘another way of stating the rng 
that kol yisrael arevien zeh bazeh—all 
Jews are responsible for one 
another. If there are Jews devoid of 
both Tora learning and good deeds, 
then all other Jews must assume a 


by acknowledging therr responsibil- 
ity for the Jewish unity. make an 
important contribution towards 
overcoming the failings of all Israei. 


THE REAL PROBLEM, amin ey Ber- 
kovits, is that nobody knows how to 
run a Jewish state in 1984 according 
to Halacha. Once this is worked out 
he is certain that great changes will 
take place in the various ideolozies, 
which are all conditioned by life in 
the 
mistaken, and his “perhaps utopian” 
ideal of unity proves unattainable, 
the non-Orthodox groupings will 
still be entitled to equal rights in 
practising Judaism according to their 
lights. 

ἘΠ anti-coercion position led me 


"to ask him whether he thinks there 


should be religious parties in the 
Knesset. He does not rule them out, 
but he is opposed to their using their 
political power to force religious 
lepislation on the non-religious. 

“Judaism is too precious to be 
teduced toa commodity i in the coali- 
tion market.” 

Berkovits cafls for “the restora- 
tion of Halacha to its original func- 
tion.” The Tora, he says, is eternal 
because it has a word for each gen-. 
eration. But the halachic authorities 
tend to take the easy way out. 

“They impose the word meant for

in Jerusalem only a year ago. he was 
appointed rosh yeshiva at Birkat 
Moshe three years ago, and for two 
years he divided his time between 
London and Jerusalem. 

What does the concept ot Ahavat 
Yisrael mean to Rabinovitch 

“Tt is a most γααρ μου β and 

basic principle,” he replies. “I would 
be most distressed to see Reformers 
or any other group try to constitute 
themselves a self-contained body 
outside of Kial Yisrael. 

“If they want to live with me. they 
should accept the jurisdiction of the 
competent batei din on the basic 
matters of Jewish identity. such as 
marriage, divorce, and conversion. 
And we should help them take this 
Position by not agitating against 
them and urging them not to agitate 
against us.” 


Is Ahavat Yisrael a factor to be 
taken into account in applying 
Halacha? With respect to individual 
Jews who get into trouble because of 
ἃ questionable divorce or the like, 
says Rabinovitch, Ahavar Yisrael 
telis us to treat their problem with 


compassion. 

Part of the mitzva, he says, is to 
tell the people the truth without 
hurting them needlessly. And he 
adds that if there were less partisan 
recrimination there would be greater 
prospects of achieving wider under- 
Standing of Tora values and greater 


harmony. 

Unlike Berkovits. Rabinovitch 
cannot imagine any situation in 
which there is a genuine conflict 
between Ahavat Yisrael and a par- 

“Ahavat Yisrael always justifies 
leniency in the fulfillment of another 
mitzva. But the question of where 
leniency is possible is not arbitrary; it 
is itself a legal question. Where per- 
sonal hardship is concerned. one 
always exhausts all possibilities.” 

Was this true of the Agudat Yis- 
rael rabbis who have never forgiven 
Rabbi Shiomo Goren for his lenient 
tuling, that “the brother and sister,” 
in the famous case a decade ago, 
were not mamzerim? Rabinovitch 
chooses not to comment. :

He says that one of the leading 
Reform rabbis in the U.S.. a gradu- 
ate of Hebrew Union College. is 
unable to read - “I don’t say under- 
stand but read -- even vowelled Heb- 
Tew. 

And even the average graduate of 
the Jewish Theological Seminary. 
the Conservative institution in New 
York. is unable to read and under- 
stand a page of Talmud chosen at 
random. something that can be done 
by the average third- or fourth-year 
student in an Israeli high school 
yeshiva, Rabinovitch says. 

“The state has no business legis- 


dication in matters involving the per- 
sonal status of all Jews? 

“I'd support a law permitting a 
group of Reform rabbis to officiate 
at religious ceremonies - provided 
that their authority is restricted to 
their own . 

“But that's exactly what they 
don’t want. Why do they care 
whether their conversion is recog- 
nized? Because they want their chil- 
dren to be able to marry my children. 
They don’t want any Orthodox fami- 
ly to raise any objection to their 
legitimacy. 

But if a woman who was divorced 
in the U.S. by anon-Orthodox rabbi 
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settles here and wants to remarry. 

why does the Isreal rabbinate refuse 
to examine the nature of her conver- 
sion and disqualify the divorce auto- 
matically? 

“Our δεῖ! din in Toronto always 
made a point ~ unless the divorce 
had been performed by a beir din we 
knew — of inquiring about the rabbis 
involved. The Israeli rabbinate is 
justified in assuming that ifa Reform 
rabbi was involved, there is a strong 
probability that he was incompetent. 
I don’t know a single Reform rabbi 
who is interested in following 
Halacha even for himself.” 


IF AN INDIVIDUAL Reform or 
Conservative Jew wants '9 come 
under our jurisdiction then we can 
perform the particular ceremony 
honestly only in our way, says Rabi- 
novitch,

Rabinovitch speaks strongly 
against religious compulsion.

How does this high-sounding prin- 
ciple dovetail with the Orthodox 
demonstrations against Friday night 
cinema in Petah Tikva?

Friday 
night performances i in the vicinity of 
the city’s Great Synagogue and the 
home of the chief rabbi are “‘an ugly 
provocation,” 

Rabinovitch is “inclined to agree” 
with those Orthodox critics who 
maintain that religious jegisiation 
forced through the Knesset by virtue 
of the temporary key position of the 
religious parties does the Orthodox 
cause more harm than good. 


But there is no hard and fast rule, 
he says. Thus, on the question of 
abortion, he thinks that there is 
much more public support for im- 
posing limits than the media would 
have us believe. If a referendum 
were held, he is convinced that a 
significant majority would favour 
close control over abortions. 


WHILE THE non-Orthodox will no 
doubt applaud the stand of Berko- 
vits, they should know that he has no 
conistituency, no battalions. But his 
support of pluralism in Judaism -- 
even if it does not lead to the unity 
that is his hope — is based on a solid 
underpinning of halachic know- 
ledge.

Creation and 


judgment 


By DAVID HARTMAN 


The unique status and stature of 
man is a dominant feature of biblical 
and rabbinic morality. In the Tal- 
mud, the fact that Adam was origi- 
nally created alone was intended to 
teach that he who saved a single life 
should be regarded as if he had saved 
an entire world, and he who des- 
troyed a single life should .be re- 
garded as having destroyed an entire 
world (Mishna Sanhedrin). 

Creation implies the absolutely 
dignity of human life irrespective of 
race, religion or creed. Acknow- 
ledgement of the worth of human life 
in the light of creation commits one 
to reject the depersonalization of 
human beings by violence or by the 
institutions created by industrial 
society. The believer in creation 
Must reject the morality of the crowd 
and of conformity. He must be 
morally disgusted by all forms of 
reducing people to numbers. 

The fact that the expression used 
so often to refer to the victims of the 
Holocaust -- “the six million” — has 
become trite and hackneyed, reveals 
the desensitizing effect of quantify- 
ing human suffering. We always 
mourn for individuals. A believer in 
the doctrine of creation is challenged 
to feel wonder and amazement at the 
birth of qne single buman life. He 
abhors the vulgar statement, “If you 


_know one, you know them all.” e- 


Modern mass media have in many 
ways made us insensitive to the pre- 
cious value of a single human life. 
We may decry great acts of violence 
while remaining unmoved by the 
plight of tlie single tonely person. To 
affirm creation is to declare war on 
all such forms of dehumanization. 


ROSH HASHANA, which may be 
characterized as a call to stand still 
and examine carefully the quality of 
one’s life, makes no sense m a deper- 
sonalized ‘world. Rosh Hashana’s 
call to spiritual renewal falls on deaf 
ears unless one is moved by the 
music of “man created i io the mage 
of God.” . 

The day celebrating creation and 
the day when each individual is 
judged are one and the same. 
itual renewal and accountal 


seriously to Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippor. 

The rabbinic reoting of Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur in crea- 
tion colours the way one experiences 
the awesome features of judgment. 
Tt suggests that judgment takes place 
because human life is significant 
(creation). Human beings are 
judged because human action is im- 
portant. One must carefully scruti- 
nize every single act one does. The αἱ 
chet (“for the sin”) confessional pre- 
supposes that each and every human 
act is worthy of assessment. The 
dignity of man requires that one 
consider the importance of a single 
act. Human society becomes morally 
sloppy when we fail το sharpen our 
focus on the consequences of par- 
ticular actions. Moral renewal is not 
brought about by broad generalized 
feelings of guilt but rather by the 
serious evaluation of what one did 
and did not do in particular situa- 
tions. 

The specification of human con- 
duct and the particularization of hu- 
man beings in the light of the “image 
of God” conception of man counter- 
acts paralysing feelings of guilt by 
reaffirming the value and dignity of 
man and the importance of particu- 
lar actions. The judgment of Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur is not to 
condemn man ‘for his past failings 
bat above all to call man to shkuva 
and -to change the course of his 
life. The tenor of the judgment is not 
dominated by human guilt or terror 
of divine wrath but rather by the 
unique worth of man which makes 
tshuva so urgent and important. 

‘The call to sshuva on Rosh Hasha- 
na and Yom Kippur is an attempt to 
reawaken in man the determination 
to shape his life and renew his spirit. 
There if no judgment in Judaism 
which is not linked to the hope for 
tshuva. The purpose of judgment is 
less to determine guilt than to en- 
courage change and personal re- 
evaluation. The liturgy of Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur is a fer- 
vent plea to man to believe that he 
can change, can alter his habits and 
past patterus and build towards a 
new future through honest intro- 
ee in the present. :

understood as an idealized romantic 


. concept of man. Judaism's emphasis 


on the dignity and uniqueness of 
man did not lead to a naive picture of 
human goodness. Immediately fol- 
lowing the account of creation. the 
Bible presents detailed descriptions 
of human failures: Cain and Abel. 

the tower of Babel. Noah and the 


- generation of the flood. 


The Bible’s account of human his- 
tory is an explicit chronicle of 
hatred. jealousy. pettiness and vio- 
lence. God gave the Tora to a people 
prepared to stone their liberating 
leader whenever they encountered 
danger or deprivation. Although 
man was created as a free. indepen- 
dent being (1zelem elohint). he often 
chooses slavery rather than face in- 
security. There are no illusions ab- 
out human nature in the Bible nor in 
the rabbinic tradition. Belief in the 
doctrine of creation did not create 
romantic naive idealists. 

Yom Kippur is not ἃ holiday 
celebrating a romantic faith in hu- 
man innocence. Throughout the 
liturgy. we are awakened to the 
reality of human failure. Conse- 
quently, we affirm judgment and 
political renewal as mature people 
fully aware of the harsh reality of 
human evil. 

Our affirmation of the importance 
of din (judgment). b'riak (creation) 
and sshuva (retum. renewal) takes 
place this vear at a time when we are 
experiencing the social and political 
fragility of the State of Israel. During 
this difficult time in history we have 
to live with the hope of renewal 
because as Jews we have been con- 
ditioned by the regenerative power 
of Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. 
Diaspora Jews must believe in 
Israel's spiritual renewal despite 
acknowledging our social and moral 
weaknesses. The political reality of 
Israel challenges the Jewish people 
to integrate creation and judgment 
in a mature vision of the future 
renewal of our people. 

One does not need dramatic slo- 
fans and myths which are not 
grounded iri reality in order to gener- 
ate our commitment to work for the 
spiritual renewal of Israel. Love 
based on childhood illusions and 
myths about the spiritual purity of 
the Jewish people contradict the 
spirit. of Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur which prociaim the deter- 
mination to struggle for renewal 
while being fully awake to human 
weaknesses and frailty. 

If the Jewish world will listen to 
the powerful rhythms of the liturgy 
and will patiently reflect on the 
dominant theme of love grounded in 
reality, we will gain the strength to 
love our people and ourselves as 
individuals with a profound, mature 
love capable of sustaining commit- 
ment in the midst of uncertainty and 
imperfection.

DESPITE ITS relatively small size, 
the Jewish community has its own 
primary school, attended by virtual- 
ly all of Gibraltar’s children up to the 
age of 11.

All of Gibraltar's Jews seem to be 
inter-related. The president of the 
community, James Levy, is a 
nephew of Sir Joshua Hassan. Aged 


33, Levy has “Δ dream” — to build a 
secondary school in addition to the 
primary school. 

When I visited Gibraltar recently, 
he told me that the Jewish commun- 
ity of Gibraltar was eager for more 
contact with Jews from the rest of the 
world: “We want to fee! less isolated 
and to establish links with interna- 
tional Jewish organizations. We 
have many Jewish tourists here, and 
many Gibraltarian Jews go to Israel 
on holiday. Many of our youngsters 
also go to yeshiva there. 

“It is very easy to be Jewish in 
Gibralter. It is a close-knit commun- 
ity, middle-class and not affiuent, 
and people make vast sacrifices to 
maintain our institutions.” 

Not surprisingly. there is neither 
anti-Semitism nor a bint of anti- 
Israel sentiment. Even at the beight 


- of the Lebanon war, when the inter- 


national media was virtually unani- 
mous in its condemnation of Israel's 
invasion, the Gibraltar media took a 
different stand. As James Levy says: 
. “Gibraltarians admire Israel's cour- 
age and because Gibraltar is also 
besieged, there is a natural affinity 
between us and Israel.” 

Gibraltarians -- Jew and Gentile - 
are united in their determination 
that “the Rock" should remain a 
British colony and should not be 
handed over to Spain. They would 
welcome the re-opening of the bor- 
der with mainland Spain (at present 
they can cross over once a day, but 
only on foot, whereas tourists cannot 
go over at all), but wish to retain - 
their British link. 

Gibraltar is a strange mixture of 
Spanish and British cultures. Every- 
one is bilingual, the currency is sterl- 
ing, the policemen are dressed like 
the British “bobby,” yet cars do not 
travel on the left, as in Britain. 

Tt has some fine beaches and mod- 
ern hotels, a casino— and the famous 
Barbary apes to visit and feed. 

Gibraltar would welcome more 
tourists, and the Jewish community 
in particular would welcome more 
Israeli tourists: ‘‘We don't get 
many.” says Levy, “but we would be 
‘delighted to have more. They can be 
assured of a warm, Jewish’ wel- 


come.

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KEY POLITICAL figures in the 
Territories closely followed the re- 
cent elections in Israel. Not only 
moderates, but also many who had 
previously denied any difference be- 
tween the Likud and the Alignment, 
nevertheless hoped in their heart of 
heurts that Labour would win. Only 
thus, they reasoned, could there bea 
thaw in the freeze that set in when 
the autonomy talks were halted. 
The outcome of the Lebanese 
campaign also contributed in no 
small part to this sense of expecta- 
tion. Before the campaign, the PLO 
chieftans had ruled the Territories 
from Beirut. 
Employing ἃ vast number of agen- 
cies and institutions, and aided by 
millions of dollars, the PLO had 
managed to pervade the day-to-day 
existence of residents throughout 
the Territories. Dignitaries became 
accustomed to the periodic, pilgrim- 
ages to Beirut, where their intrigues 
against each other could be acted 
out, where their policies could be 
rubber-stamped and where the funds 
to fuel their institutions and line 
their pockets could be obtained. 
The obliteration of the PLO in- 
frastructure in Lebanon and the dis- 
persion of its members throughout 
the Arab world removed the hot and 
heavy breath of Big Brother from 
the backs of Palestinians in the Terri- 
tories. on 
At the feast, the PLO no longer 
dictated political behaviour there, 
sniping away at those who even 
faintly strayed from the official line. 


WITHOUT JUSTIFYING the con- 
tinuing war in Lebanon, or the 
awkwardness that has come to char- 
acterize our relationship with its 
peoples, one thing is abundantly 
clear — a change of great magnitude 
has occured in terms of the PLO's 
hold over the population of the Ter- 
Titories. 

Briefly put, the PLO’s sudden 


BEING A NON-SUPPORTER of 
Herut and not a particularly fervent 
admirer of Menachem Begin, one of 
my main disappointments with the 
first government he headed as a 
result of the watershed election of 
May 1977 was that it totally failed to 
function as a new broom. 

As Israelis, we have always tended 
to be mesmerized by the ideological 
posturing of our political leaders and 
to pay nearly no attention to their 
performance once in nffice. 

Regardless of one’s opinions re- 
garding Begin’s and the Likud’s 
long-stated ideological positions on 
this and that, the least that should 
have been expected from them when 
rt attained office was infusing, 
with a fresh eye and spirit, new 
blood into the top levels of politics 
and tackling problems on which 
Labour had long given up.

" fastead, the, Likud took οὐκ conn- 
“try whdse previous ruling party-had 
proved incapable of solving real 
problems, and which was obviously 
on the decline, and proceeded to run 
it into the ground. 

Why rake up such old regrets at 
this time? Because in the three-week 
life of the new Peres government 
there are worrisome but glaringly 
obvious signs that we are being con- 
fronted with a reprise of the syn- 
drome of 1977. 

The newspapers, radio and televi- 
sion kept telling us what a wonderful 
tight ship Begin was running in his 
cabinet, with all the ministers even 
having agreed to refrain from smok- 


ing. The late Simcha Ehrlich was - 


described rapturously as ἃ deep 
thinker and down to earth business- 
man, who was going to get the less 
than 40 per cent inflation down to 
almost nothing under the spiritual 
guidance of Prof. Milton Friedman.

ONE OF THE high points of the 
Yom Kippur liturgy. and for many 
worshippers virtually the highest. is 
the part which tells how on Rosh 
Hashana and Yom Kippur it will be 
decided what is to happen to usin the 
New Year ahead of us: 

On Rosh Hashana it is inscribed 
and on Yom Kippur it is sealed: How 
many shall leave this world and how 
many shail be born into it, who shall 
live and who shall die, who shall 
fulfil his quota of years and who shall 
not, who shall perish by fire and who 
by water, who by sword and who by 
beast. who by hunger and who by

This prayer. sung in a moving tune, 
instils the fear of the unexpected, yet 
very possible tragedies that may 
come upon us.

The 
impact of the text, however, is not in 
this part of the prayer. but rather in 
its conclusion: Ureshuva utefila uze- 
daka mu‘avirim et roa eZOrG, 
(But penitence, prayer and charity 
avert the severity of the 
customarily recited in ἃ loud voice. 
This teaches us that a person should 
not sit back awaiting with fatalistic 
resignation what the future may 
have in store for him. Judaism does 
not believe in an unchangeable 
mo’ira determined by the stars: it is 
within our power to shape our own 
future. Even if we are not sure of the 
results of our effort, we must at least 
try to do what we can, we must act. 
The formula for action is clearly 
prescribed: penitence, prayer and 


charity.

departure from Lebanon removed 
the fears that many felt about ex- 
pressin; rt for a political solu- 
tion to the Arab-Israel conflict.

Arafat himself, on perceiving the 
strong support in the Territories for 
a politica] accomodation with Israel, 
twice warmed — once in Tunis and 
again in Algiers — that the PLO’s 
failure to heed the winds of change 
would result in the loss of its foot- 
hold in the West Bank and Gaza. 


BUT DESPITE the war and its 
effects on the PLO and on the poli- 
tical climate in the Territories, ex- 
pectations of a political accommoda- 
tion, harboured on both sides of the 
Green Line, have failed to reach 
fruition. The following factors have 
been chiefly responsible for this: 
Concurrent with the PLO’s exit 
from Beirut, it appeared — if various 
_utterances by Arafat and his hench- 
men are to be taken seriously — that 
the PLO was on the brink of opting 
for a political solution to its problem. 
And it was clear that such a step
